almost by accident. In 1939 when the Sampietrini, the hereditary workmen o! 

t. Peter's, were clearing space under the basilica for a tomb for the late Pope 
Pius XI, they broke through into a vaulted chamber which was not even indi- 
cated on foundation plans left by the Renaissance builders of the present church. 
This led to a Vatican order that the digging be continued and the area under the 
basilica be deeply and thoroughly explored.

BUILDERS ARE CATCHING UP WITH DEMAND, BUT WE ARE NOT YET OVERBUILT 


On this page are portraits of a dozen heads of American construction firms, 
men who rank with the master builders of all time. Alongside their vast and 
intricate works, from Coulee-scale dams to atomic energy plants, the Egyp- 
tians’ pyramids are but molehills. In the midst of the boom these men, like 
thousands of other contractors and millions of building trades workmen, some- 
times wonder whether they are building themselves right out of their jobs— 
which is one way of asking whether the boom will be followed by a bust. Cer- 
tainly supply is catching up with the demand for many kinds of building space. 
Industrial plant expansion, which dropped from $1.4 billion in 1948 to $1 bil- 
lion last year, may taper off to $750 million this year. For the first time since 
the prewar years, new dwellings have lately outnumbered new families. But 
at the same time obsolescence is going on everywhere, and we are still a long

way from having all our industries, let alone all our families, adequately housed. 

Because any kind of building, even a back porch, depends on a certain amount 
of faith in the future, the construction industry is one of the most sensitive in 
our economy. Right now the industry's pulse, respiration and faith all seem 
satisfactory, thanks partly to the healthy trend toward stabilized costs, prices 
and profits that set in last year. Nobody thinks that every kind of building will 
go onward and upward forever; some moderate downtrends are to be expected 
and even encouraged as the catching-up process continues. But taking a long 
view and with one eye on our growing population, the Associated General’ Con- 
tractors of America have come up with a pretty rosy estimate of the situation. 
For the next few years, says the association, we should spend $20 billion a year 
on new construction, plus $9 billion on repair of what we have already built.

EDITORIAL 


THE SECRETARY OF STATE 


MR. ACHESON HAS GREAT VIRTUES, BUT THEY DO NOT INCLUDE A CONFIDENT BELIEF IN AMERICA 


Dean Acheson has been Secretary of State 
for 14 months and Americans ought to know 
him pretty well by now. But do they? Per- 
haps the most pertinent thing to be. said 
about the Secretary is that Americans do not 
know him very well and probably never will. 

This is a remarkable fact. It is remark- 
able because Mr. Acheson has done a great 
deal to ‘¢ himself and his policy known 
to Americans. With the exception of Paul 
Hoffman no other official of the Truman ad- 
ministration has gone to such lengths to spell 
out the substance, the background and the 
meaning of public policy. Certainly no other 
Secretary of State in recent times has tried 
so often’ and so well to let the public in on 
the nature of policy and the reasons why he, 
the Secretary, thinks and acts as he does. On 
three occasions in the past six weeks Mr. 
Acheson has explained U.S. foreign policy 
as it is and as he believes it should be in state- 
ments which are models of official expression 
in a democracy. In a statement on Feb. 8 the 
Secretary went a good way toward total rec- 
ognition of the total enmity of Soviet Com- 
munism. On Feb, 16, in a private talk to a 
group of businessmen, he got down to such 
elementals as the need for talking to other 
peoples in their own languages and making 
democratic sense to them in ways that they 
can understand, and Lire was happy to print 
the address last week. In testimony to a joint 
Senate and House committee on Feb. 21 he 
skillfully related the conflict with Soviet 
Communism to the need for renewal of Eu- 
ropean aid on an adequate scale this year. 
On a fourth occasion, when he was called 
upon to justify his recent declaration of per- 
sonal loyalty to Alger Hiss, Secretary Ache- 
son bared his inner self to the public gaze as 
no other official in current memory has done. 


THE SECRETARY'S MIND 
IS ELUSIVE AND COMPLEX 


Yet to the public he remains unknown and 
unknowable. The reasons for this remote- 
ness are personal, and it is characteristic of 
Mr. Acheson that this should be so. There 
are some true aristocrats in the U.S., and Mr. 
Acheson has the air and manner of being one 
of them. His aristocracy is of the mind, and 
it conditions all that he is and does. His offi- 
cial self is so rooted in personal traits that 
the policy which he shapes and executes can- 
not be appraised without first appraising the 
personality of the Secretary of State. 

This may seem to be a presumptuous ap- 
proach to the person and performance of a 
man who is devoted to freedom and to the 
good of his country. But it is an approach 
made proper and necessary by Mr. Acheson 
himself. He made this approach proper and 
necessary with his statement of Feb. 28 on 
the case of Alger Hiss and on the general 
problem of security within the State De- 
partment. “One must be true,” he then said, 
“to the things by which one lives. .. . One 
must live with one’s self,” and no one would 
question his Christian rightness. But on the 
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same occasion Mr. Acheson made it plain 
that his regard for his own “integrity of char- 
acter” wholly determined the indulgent at- 
titude which he, as Secretary of State, took 
toward a friend and former State Depart- 
ment official who had been convicted of per- 
juries involving treason while in office. De- 
spite the case of Alger Hiss and despite the 
fairly recent riddance of 202 “undesirables” 
from the State Department for security rea- 
sons, the same sense of inward rightness led 
the Secretary to deny in effect that there 
is a general problem of security. 


HIS BELIEF IN AMERICA 
1S QUALIFIED BY DOUBTS 


The Secretary’s attitude is sufficiently 
striking in itself. What is more striking, for 
the purposes of this discussion, is the vari- 
ance between his attitude and the general at- 
titude of the American people toward secu- 
rity. There can be no doubt that most Amer- 
icans are worried about security and expect 
their officials to be more alert to the problem 
than many have been or want to be. On this 
point, then, the American people and their 
Secretary of State are far apart, They are 
also apart on other points. 

Here we must return to the mind and 
personality of the Secretary of State. His is 
a rare mind, finely honed, given to introspec- 
tion and to critical analysis of all that comes 
within its ken. Possessing such a mind, Mr. 
Acheson is naturally concerned not only with 
the nature of freedom’s enemy but with the 
ways and faults of free society as it exists in 
the U.S. This of course is as it should be: any- 
one so stupid as to assume that all is perfee- 
tion within the American system would have 
no business being Secretary of State. But 
the faculty of criticism can be dangerous as 
well as useful; it can carry its possessors to 
a point of fundamental nonconfidence in the 
system which they critically examine and 
defend. 

No one has suggested, and it is not sug- 
gested here, that Secretary Acheson’s highly 
developed faculty of criticism has taken him 
all the way to this point. But there is evi- 
dence that Mr. Acheson is in a state of un- 
certainty which does not encourage the ag- 
gressive and confident leadership required 
in these times. 

In particular the Secretary is uncertain 
about the U.S. people, their dominant atti- 
tudes as he understands them, and their ca- 
pacity to deal with the world struggle in 
which the U.S. is engaged. Any such uncer- 
tainty is, and for many years has been, un- 
necessary and unjustified. Those who suffer 
from it—and Mr. Acheson is not the only 
‘one who does—are way behind the people 
they serve. The statement that Mr. Ache- 
son is uncertain on this score is not a matter of 
guesswork. The Secretary says as much quite 
frankly in talks with his many callers, and a 
kind of elusive ambivalence in some passages 
of his public statements suggests as much. 
Now, as we have said, awareness of visible 


and possible shortcomings is one thing; over- 
weening preoccupation with them is some- 
thing else altogether. For all his lucid and 
increasingly sharp analyses of the Commu- 
nist enemy, Mr. Acheson still speaks of find- 
ing “common ground for agreement” with 
adversaries who reject all genuine agree- 
ment. In his tortured search for means of 
agreement he tends to look more and more 
inward to American defects, whether real 
or imagined, rather than outward to the en- 
emy’s defects. He speaks of giving the Amer- 
ican way of life a thorough going over; of a 
need for the American people to re-inspect 
and revaluate their own thinking on basic 

“picking out our weaknesses and 
rectifying them.” He speaks of “our high- 
flown principles” and suggests that they may 
have to be sacrificed in the search for “a new 
approach.” 


CAN A GOOD OFFICIAL BE 
A STRANGER TO THE PEOPLE? 


Such remarks always occur within a con- 
text of careful, critical examination of the 
total scene. Yet they occur so often, and 
with so much emphasis, that the net impres- 
sion left by them is disturbing. The net im- 
pression conveyed is that American society 
as it exists, functions, “thinks” today is in 
the Secretary's innermost opinion neither 
strong enough nor good enough to meet the 
Communist threat. The Secretary says he 
believes that the U.S. people have the ca- 
pacity to re-examine themselves and make 
the changes that he is groping for. But, he 
asks, do they have the will to do it? Grant- 
ing all that may be said for his reasoning as 
an intellectual exercise, his state of mind 
hardly conduces to a firm formulation of pol- 
icy and to the strong execution of policy. 

Mr. Acheson's admirers among the pro- 
fessional commentators have recently wor- 
ried in print about one aspect or another of 
the Secretary's position. Columnist Walter 
Lippmann has written of Mr. Acheson's lack 
of a political base and consequent “vulner- 
ability” to congressional attack. The Alsops 
have written of his immense burdens and of 
his private search for light and truth, with 
some indications of the tortures of soul and 
mind that any man of intelligence and self- 
perception must undergo in the Secretary’s 
job. 
Lately there has been some vague talk in 
Washington that Mr. Acheson thinks of re- 
signing. This kind of talk is always being 
heard in Washington, and it interests us here 
only as a symptom, It is the symptom of a 
difficulty which is inherent in the personal- 
ity and attributes of the Secretary of State, 
By temperament and intellect Mr. Acheson 
is not so much at odds with the American 
people as apart from them. At the start of 
this editorial it was said that the American 
people do not know him very well and prob- 
ably never will. Perhaps a better way to put 
it is, Dean Acheson does not know the Ameri- 
can people very well and probably never will.

FILM TELLS A GRIM, TRUE TALE 
OF LIFE IN A JAPANESE PRISON 


The misery and horror that war inflicts on its in- 
nocent bystanders is the theme of 20th Century: 
Fox's new movie, Three Came Home. Chief suf- 
ferer in this case is Claudette Colbert, playing the 
part of Mrs. Agnes Keith, American-born wife of a 
British official in Borneo who spends 44months un- 
der Japanese occupation, She is slapped, kicked, 
knocked down, spat upon; suffers a miscarriage, 
starvation, malaria; she is separated from her hus- 
band for three whole years, is assaulted by a Japa- 
nese guard, watches her little boy wasting away 
with malaria, Only miracles of good luck and of 
human fortitude keep her family alive so that it 
can meet again for a joyful reunion (left) after the 
Japanese surrender, 

Lurid and melodramatic as it sounds, Three 
Came Home is only a factual rendition of a factual 
book, Mrs. Keith’s best-seller of three years ago. 
‘The author helped the movie technicians get their 
background shots and information in Borneo. Ten 
thousand dollars’ worth of tropical flora was im- 
ported to give the last touch of authenticity to the 
Borneo villages, prison camps and rubber planta- 
tions which sprouted on the Fox lot in Hollywood. 

Director Jean Negulesco tried to emphasize the 
same note of reality in the action of the film, Clau- 
dette Colbert, after years of fluffy comedy parts, 
turns in an excellent dramatic performance. and 
keeps herself looking unglamorous, in the tradi- 
tion started a couple of years ago by Negulesco’s 
Johnny Belinda. Hit of the film is the moving per- 
formance of the oldtime movie villain, Sessue Ha- 
yakawa (p. 64). If, despite all their efforts, the 
movie seems a little disjointed, it is probably be- 
cause it comes so uncomfortably close to reality.

Most of the film’s Japanese are played by Nisei veterans of the U.S. 
Army in the heavy-handed style of silent-movie villains. But a genuine 
silent-movie villain, Sessue Hayakawa, gives a fine performance as 
Colonel Suga, the American-educated commandant who tries to keep 
alive some human decency in an atmosphere of brutality. The movie 
gives a more favorable impression of Suga than the book does. Author 
Keith feels gratitude toward Suga for having been always kind to the 
children (‘They all liked him,” ) and having, she believes, 
saved her husband from execution, She pities him for the way his life 
ended. He lost his whole family at Hiroshima and, a little later, cut his 
throat in an Allied prison cell, But she remembers the hatred she bore 
him as the man in charge of a degrading system of torture and starva- 
tion. She remembers that when the news of his death reached the sur- 
vivors of the camp he had commanded, one of them said, “Only half 
an hour to bleed to death? Not half long enough for him to suffer.”

Every year in the U.S. thousands of young and untried paint- 
ers set out to make their reputations in the world of art. Most 
of them get lost in the ensuing shuffle of contests and exhi 
tions. Some rise to brief fame with flimsy but spectacular styles 
devised to shock the public into taking notice of them, Others 
develop into bright, facile young imitators of older, established 
artists, Only a few have the patience and the curiosity to at- 
tempt to evolve distinctive and honest styles of their own. In 
this even fewer ever succeed. 

For years before the war American artists of all ages were 
dominated and eclipsed by a group of brilliant and versatile 
Europeans, the founders of the modern movement (Lire, Dec. 
12). But now modern art, as evolved in Paris decades ago, has 
become an old and conventional form, with the result that not 
only the U.S. but all of Europe is on the lookout for fresh, vi 
ous new styles. Moreover the great innovations of the moderns, 
broadening the entire field of art, have given aspiring young 
painters a new way of looking at the world and new areas to ex- 
plore.

At some time during their lives these 19 young people, whose paintings Lire 
has shown, gave up the American dream of making a fortune and decided to 
paint pictures. To keep themselves going while they painted, they made frames, 
taught school, took jobs as welders, shoeshine boys, glass grinders and adv 
tising agents, won scholarships to study both here and abroad. What do they 
have to show for their efforts so far? 

Plainly they have learned their trade well. All skilled technicians, they have 
assimilated both the technical innovations of the European moderns and the 
traditional American methods of factual reporting. The results, though deriv 
ative in some cases, are not slavish imitations. In many of their paintings, how- 
ever, the techniques seem almost too perfect, as the emotions of the artist fail 
to rise above the mechanics of production. Though the feelings are unmistak- 
ably there, they often lack the deep convictions of maturity. The painter, a lit- 
tle overconscious of himself and his medium, has tried too hard and too seri- 
ously to deliver 

Despite their sness and immaturity, it is an encouraging sign 
that these young painters do have something to say about the world around 
them—the romance of a city in the moonlight, the bustle of an oil field, the 
forlornness of the slums, the treachery of the enemies of liberty. As it stands 
now, the work of the young Americans is vigorous, exciting and rich in vari- 
ety and experimentation, What remains for them is to achieve the balance be- 
tween technique and emotion that lifts a painting to the stature of greatness.

Alice and Marlene, the Woman Athlete of 1949, 
may soon bring the jackpot home to Papa Dave

T 54 Dave Bauer has no house, no leisure 

A and very little money. He doesn’t even 
have a steady job. Yet Dave Bauer con- 

siders himself a fortunate man: besides a wife 
and a 1949 Pontiac, he has two daughters who 
combine natural comeliness with a highly de- 
veloped talent for golf. Every time 16-year-old 
Marlene Bauer sinks a long putt or 22-year-old 
Alice Bauer drops a 60-yard approach within 
6 inches of the flag, the family’s future gets a 
little brighter, the jackpot comes a little losers 
The powerful ambition by which Dave Bauer 
has shaped his family’s life for the past 10 years 
is near realization. Soon, when he considers the 
time ripe, his daughters will become profes- 
sional golfers and thus turn his long-cherished 
hopes into cold cash. “And why not?” says 


Bauer, speaking of professional golf, "It’s a 
clean business.” 

As a vendor of golfing talent, Dave Bauer 
has a spectacular line of merchandise to offer. 
Marlene, who started golfing at 314, and Alice, 
who did not take up the game seriously until 
after she had passed her Ith birthday, drive, * 
pitch and putt with the kind of relentless preci- 
sion that most girls their ages show only when 
they put their hair up in curlers. Ability aside, 
the sight of these well-set-up young blondes on 
the fairway delights male tournament fans who 
have somehow found it difficult to be moved by 
the genuine talents of the leathery-faced ladies 
who usually inhabit the top ranks in women’s 
golf.

ida tournament, a galleryite remarked, “I like the shorts as well as 
the shots.” It is part of Dave Bauer's good fortune that technique 
is irresistible when fortified by grace. 

Like any good businessman, Dave Bauer stands ever ready to 
rattle off an imposing list of the accomplishments of his product. 
He will tell you that Marlene—5 feet 3 inches, 119 pounds—was 
picked by the Associated Press as the Woman Athlete of 1949. Last 
year she won the newly established National Girls’ Junior Golf 
Championship and became the youngest contestant ever to reach 
the semifinals of the National Women’s Amateur Championship. 
Since she first appeared in Lire as a golfing prodigy three years ago 
(June 9, 1947), Marlene has six times played and three times come 
out ahead of Babe Didrikson Zaharias, the indefatigable all-round 
athlete who was chosen by the poll-minded A.P. as Woman Athlete 
of the Half Century. 

Alice—5 feet 114 inches, 105 pounds—has had a less spectacular 
career, possibly because she took up golf at such an advanced age. 
Nonetheless she has qualified three times for the National Amateur. 
In 1947 she beat the great Patty Berg in a Long Beach exhibition 
match, shooting a 73 to break the women’s course record. 

All of this has happened because Dave Bauer wanted it to. To 
make his daughters golf champions has been the driving ambition 
of his life. 


Gadgets, threats and teasing 


'N 1937, for example, he cut down a pair of clubs for 3-year-old 

Marlene and started teaching her how to play so that Alice could 
have family competition. To give the girls an environment that 
would allow them to practice nearly all year round, he pulled up 
stakes in Aberdeen, S. Dak. in 1943 and moved to California, This 
year, to make the important eastern tournaments more accessible, 
he left California and moved to Midland, Texas. He has invented 
gadgets to improve his daughters’ games, threatened and teased them 
into practicing when their young friends were off at the beach or 
at the movies, and entered them in tournaments all over the country. 

Less purposeful fathers might say that Dave Bauer had no right 
to impose his will on the lives of his children to this extent. But Mar- 
lene and Alice do not seem to mind. There are occasional family dis-

putes during which the girls get jumpy and nervous, but for the 
most part they shower his bald head with kisses and do his bidding. 

auer, a slight, pleasant-looking woman of 42 who is given to 
ace white dresses and upswept hairdos, uses her motherly influ- 
ence on her husband’s behalf: “Dave knows best,” she says gently. 

Looking at Alice and Marlene today, many people would agree 
with Mrs, Bauer. They are equally attractive, healthy-looking 
young women, but their personalities are far apart. Alice is variable, 
exuberant one minute, downcast the next. Marlene is about as vol- 
atileas aniblick; she usually wears an expression of inscrutable calm, 
her infrequent smile coming and going as abruptly as the light in 
a refrigerator. The two sisters are obviously great friends and share 
a food many pleasures common to girls of their generation. They 
often sing at parties given for the girl golfers along the amateur 
circuit, and they make many of their own clothes between tourna- 
ments. Both enjoy the movies, and Marlene has often thought she 
would like to be an actress some day. But everything now is sec- 
ondary to golf. 

Ata recent Palm Beach tournament the hotel in which the girls 
were staying was situated right on the ocean, but they were not 
allowed to swim. One day the girls had matches in both the morn- 
ing and afternoon. Tired and hot from three hours of exertion in 
the Florida sun, Alice felt she must not bathe at noon because 1) a 
hot bath would make her sleepy, and 2) a cool bath would tighten 
her up. The same day she worried about whether she should have 
milk with her lunch. “T like it,” she said, “but it takes too long to 
digest.” In a blaze of independence she drank it anyway. 

uring a tournament, no matter how well they are doing, the 
girls practice. If they have no afternoon match they spend much 
of that time working out the mistakes that their father ini scrupu- 
lously noted while watching the morning round. Neither of them 
is fond of practice, and Marlene plainly despises it. Once, when she 
was 13, Bauer had to use what he calls “wrathful psychology” to 
get her to practice. He broke her niblick over his knee and told the 
little girl she could quit golf. She repented tearfully. Today they 
stand there—Marlene expressionless, Alice grim and determined 
—and hit ball after ball until he is satisfied. 

Dave Bauer taught himself to play golf the same way he has 
taught his daughters. When he landed in Baltimore 37 years ago 
after the long trip from a German settlement near Odessa, Russia, 
where he was born, he didn’t know a stymie from a shashlik. He

didn’t set foot on a golf course until 1926 when, at 30, he was a res- 
taurant owner in Eureka, S. Dak. But soon the game was taking 
up more of his time than his business and when he, his wife and two 
daughters, then aged 8 and 2, moved to nearby Aberdeen in 1936, 
Dave became the manager and teaching pro at a local course. 
Bauer went at golf as he did everything else—farming, baking, 
automobile mechanics, the English language. He went at it hard. His 
tough, German mind has never accepted a vague answer on the whys 
and wherefores of anyt . It wasn’ "t enough for someone to show 
him how to hit the ball. Tgot to know why,” he says in his accented 
voice. To learn why, Bauer used to take a beginner’s instruction 
book and go out to the prairie and alternately read and hit balls until 
dark. This sort of self-instruction has left him with an amazingly 
thorough understanding of the physics of golf and of the necessary 
blend of body coordination and timing that go into making a good 
shot. Today Bauer, who can shoot in the middle 70s himself when in 
form, claims he can look at a man taking a practice swing before 
teeing off and make a reasonably accurate prediction about the di- 
rection of the drive he will make. "The whole body tellsme,” hesays. 
The Bauers stayed in Aberdeen 
for seven years, Mama Bauer had a 
comfortable place to live, and Papa 
and the girls were popular with the 
golfing crowd. But in 1943 Bauer 
heard that West Coast courses and 
driving ranges were doing a boom- 
ing business with the influx of serv- 
icemen; besides, California’s win- 


ters were more suitable than Da; 
kota’s for golf. So they all crowded 
into the family Model A Ford and 


took off for Long Beach. Here Bau- 
er sank his remaining cash in the 
down payment for a house and got 
jobs for his wife and himself at near- 
by Douglas Aircraft. The gentle 
Mrs. Bauer became a riveter. “And 
her such a doll,” her husband says 
admiringly. 

The added days of sunshine had 
the effect on the girls’ games that 
Bauer hoped for. Even before their 
arrival in California they had had competitive experience (Mar- 
lene had entered her first tournament at 8), and soon they were 
winning everything in sight. In 1945, when a chubby 11, Marlene 
embarrassed the officials of local junior tournament by winnin, 
a trophy on which stood the sturdy figure of a male golfer. At 13, 
when she won the Los Angeles Women’s Golf Championship, the 
score cards carried the abrupt reminder that “children under 14 
years of age are not allowed on the course.” Alice, too, was winning 
tournaments—in Long Beach, Santa Anita and Santa Catalina, 
where she covered the 36 holes in 138 strokes. 

In 1944 Bauer left Douglas and took over a driving range near 
his home. Later he became a teaching professional at Hollywood's 
Toluca Fairways. But his main preoccupation was perfecting his 
daughters’ golf. Every day after school the girls would come out 
to the range and hit bucket after bucket of balls, practicing with 
every club. To correct Marlene’s swing Bauer rigged up a platform 

gadget that would make the ball sink out of position if she raised 

her right heel on the downstroke. Over and over he would explain 
their mistakes, and over and over they would try to correct them, 
He was rarely fied. Even now, he says, ““There’s always a little 
something you can fix. It’s just patience.”

OW Bauer’s patience is paying off. Alice and Marlene play im- 
pressively in all departments. Both have an exaggerated back- 
swing. In Alice’s case it makes her look as if she’s never going to be 
able to get started back toward the ball. The big backswing has a 
purpose. As one competent male amateur remarked, “Alice makes 
about eight mistakes on the way up and corrects every one of them 
coming down.” It also compensates for the girls’ lack of size. They 
get good distance and accuracy off the tee. Alice has perhaps the 
edge here, consistently poking out drives of between 210 and 225 
yards. On the greens Marlene is the better of the two, sinking both 
the long 30-footers and the tough short ones with the regularity of 
a Hogan. When making an approach shot, with any club from a 
4iron to a wedge, from 150 yards off the green to the edge of the 
apron, the accuracy of both girls is deadly. In the Palm Beach tour- 


nament Alice holed out with a 7-iron shot that traveled a full 60 
yards before dropping. On the next hole her second shot came to 
rest on the lip of a bunker just to the right of the green. She took 
a pitching niblick out of her bag and canned the shot from a dis- 
tance of 20 yards. 

During a match Marlene is always self-possessed and seems ab- 
solutely unaware of the gallery. She rarely takes a practice swing 
except on the greens. On the tee and the fairway she walks quickly 
up to her ball and wallops it—so quickly, in fact, that the crowd 
following her often misses a stroke. “T turn away to tell a man some- 
thing,” Dave Bauer says ruefully, ‘and she’s gone.” Usually Mar- 
lene is outwardly impassive in victory or defeat, but last year she 
cried when Dorothy Kielty beat her in the semifinals of the Nation- 
als. “Who wouldn’t cry?” her father asks. “The kid was four down 
attheninth. Butshe came back. Would have won the match if Kielty 
hadn’t stymied her on the 14 and 16. Two stymies! We all cried.” 

Alice, on the other hand, is about as relaxed as a bride. She pulls 
at her glove, changes her club, frowns, clenches her teeth and wag- 
gles her fanny. Just when she appears to be ready to hit she often 
steps away frorh the ball and starts 
all over again. This involved proce- 
dureis tough on thegallery’snerves, 
but Alice says, “I won't hit until 
I'm ready.” 

The pressures of the tournament 
grind are particularly tough on Al- 
ice, who is notable to forget golf the 
way Marlene does when she is away 
from the course. Once, after eight 
straight days of tournament play, 
Alice burst into tears at the evening 
meal. She had two matches coming 
up the next day. “What's the mat- 
ter, honey?” her solicitous father 
asked. Leaving the question unan- 
swered, Alice pushed back her chair 
and left the table. Bauer shrugged. 
“Just tired. She'll be okay.” Next 
morning, after a brief recurrence of 
tearful nerves, Alice went out and 
won both matches. 

Although Marlene is considered 
the better golfer by many authorities, Alice has won four of the 
seven times they have played against each other in the past two 
years. The girls Tike the ‘amily matches, six of which have been 
in tournament finals, but they don’t relax for them, Against each 
other they play grim, determined golf, walking down the fairways 
separately, never speaking to each other, never smiling. Only at the 
finish do they act like sisters. Instead of shaking hands, they kiss. 

Last year, while the Bauer family was driving through Texas on 
the way back to California after a tournament in the Midwest, they 
stopped to play an exhibition in a town coincidentally named Odes- 
sa, Some people from nearby oil-rich Midland happened to be on 
hand, and what they saw prompted them to ask the girls to come 
play over at their town. The Bauers did, and a mutual romance be- 
gan. The golfing crowd asked the Bauers to make Midland their 
home. Proud Midland fathers wanted Bauer to give lessons to their 
children while his girls carried the town’s name to the uninitiated 
sections of the nation. 

Their proposal suited Dave Bauer just fine, California was too 
far away from the important eastern tournaments, and the local 
school officials were becoming increasingly difficult about Marlene’s 
prolonged absences. (Alice had graduated in 1946, but Marlene, 
who manages to maintain an average slightly under A in spite of 
her golf, is only a sophomore in high school.) The Bauers now oper- 
ate out of Midland. Bauer will undoubtedly do well there with his 
$10 lessons, and soon Mrs. Bauer, when the family buys or rents a 
home, will have a chance to start housekeeping again. Marlene con- 
fers on Midland the highest possible accolade by saying, “I think 
the course there has lovely greens.” 

It is unlikely that the Bauer sisters will see much of the Midland 
Country Club’s lovely greens this coming spring and summer. They 
will be playing in almost every important women’s tournament, 
all the way from the North and South at Pinehurst, N.C. in April, 
across the country to the big Western and big Midwestern tour- 
neys and back again, if they qualify, to the National Amateur at 
Atlanta in the middle of September. During this period they will 
also likely play in one or two of the four separate 36-hole matches 
that make up the Weathervane Women’s Open, a newly created 
coast-to-coast series of tourneys. In these Alice and Marlene will

By turning Alice and Marlene 
pro, Dave Bauer will profitably be able to give the lady duffers a 
double dose of ego restorative. 

Of course, there will be other sources of income, Bauer will write 
the golf book which he has delayed so long. There will be club en- 
dorsements, testimonials, tournaments and television. All things 
considered, the future looks bright—unless love intervenes. 

At 16, Marlene is just becoming aware of the bronzed, broad- 
shouldered, worshipful young men she meets along the circuit, but 
it seems doubtful that anything will supplant her interest in golf 
for the next few years. The 22-year-old Alice, on the other hand, 
presents a different problem. Although she isn’t serious about any 
papenla boy at the present moment, she is becoming increasing- 

y 


interested in such domestic matters as the costs of housing and 
furniture and babies. And her looks and personality have made her 
extremely popular with the sex that usually provides those things. 

But Dave Bauer is reassured by Alice’s own words on the subject. 
“You know,” she says, “I never have cared much for a boy who 
wasn’t a golfer.” A golfing son-in-law would not disrupt the team, 
and the team, after all, is the important thing. At a recent tourna- 
ment in which her daughters were finalists, Mrs. Bauer, floating along, 
the fairway likea worried ghost, said, “I wish it could come outeven.” 

Bauer laughed. “Who cares! No matter what happens, we win.

GLUT 


After spending $4 billion on farm “policy” 
the U.S. finds it has made abundance a curse 


by ERNEST HAVEMANN 


problem it so eloquently symbolizes, is an 

abomination on nature. In appearance it is 
a pale yellow powder which looks as if it were 
meant for sprinkling around drainpipes to keep 
away cockroaches. Unless it is kept absolutely 
airtight, it soaks up moisture and turns into a 
mass of sticky lumps, acquiring a strong odor 
in the process. Unless it is kept cool, it turns 
brown, acquiring a different but even stronger 
odor, What happens to a dried egg that is exposed 
to the air and allowed to get warm simultaneous- 
ly is too horrible to describe at all. Even when 
handled with care by a painstaking cook it has 
nothing whatever to recommend it. A good 
many dried eggs were scrambled and served to 
soldiers overseas in the recent war; the soldiers 
promptly found themselves dreaming of fresh 
eggs even more often than of their sweethearts. 

The Department of Agriculture, however, is 
so committed to the dried egg that it once put 
out a laudatory and even poetic brochure dedi- 
cated to its wholly imaginary virtues. “In the 
Granites tescuninnites ey Henig tie pielee 
with water,” said the booklet, “any homemaker 
can do the feat that stumped ail the king’s horses 
and all the king’s men, She can put Humpty- 
Dumpty together again, and behold—a reconsti- 
tuted egg, ready to be popped into muffins, cook- 
ies, cakes, salad dressings; yes, even to scramble 
or put into an omelet for breakfast or the main 
iH for supper?” o, bersures tli’ tuilate wes 
somewhat qualified in the recipes which followed, 
where the reader was advised: “For added flavor 
stir in a little onion, green pepper or other season- 
ing.” This was a euphemism which, translated 
into plain language, really meant: “Throw in 
anything you can to overpower the damn stuff.” 
But only the most discerning reader could have 
been expected to catch on immediately. 

In all probability the effect of the booklet was 
to induce a number of 
housewives to rush to 
the market in search of 
dried-egg powder. For- 
tunately they were saved, 
from their own folly, for 
the nation’s food dis- 
tributors and grocers 
know better and refuse 
to have anything to do 
with the dried egg. In- 
deed it might be said that 
this is one area in which 
the old law of supply and 
demand still functions 
perfectly in an increas-

ingly artificial econom 
demand for dried eggs, save from those momen- 
tarily misled by the Agriculture Department's 
booklet, and there is absolutely no supply of 
them in the food stores. 

The surprising truth is that the business of 
drying eges—a fairly expensive process requir- 
ing churns, cooling tanks, heaters and blowers 
—is one of the most booming little industries 
of our time. There are several dozen plants that 
specialize in the business; they dry the eggs 
with meticulous care and pack them snugly in 
barrels or cartons which are durable and sani- 
tary. In the last two years ar have packed 
almost 76 million pounds worth $98 million, 
and they have sold every last pound of them. 
‘The purchaser, as anybody might guess, has 
been the government—which is about the 
only tution around with both the money 
and inclination to buy things that nobody in 
his right mind would want. What does the gov- 
ernment do with them? It spends vast addi- 
tional sums to keep them dry, cold and every 
bit as good as the day they left the factory. 
Why does it want to preserve them? Well, once 
the government shocked a lot of conservative 
and frugal people by buying up shell eggs, put- 
ting them into cold storage and letting them 
spoil. The new method, although actually more 
wasteful, is less spectacular and therefore less 
vulnerable to criticism, chiefly because it is al- 
most impossible to state at what point a dried 
egg becomes spoiled. 

In many ways the dried egg is just an espe- 
cially revolting example of our farm policy, a 
peculiar type of economic and political insanity 
which was conceived in haste in 1933—without 
ever considering its long-term implications— 
and has since been revised only in the direction 
of making it bigger, more expensive and more 
grotesque. In brief our farm policy has been 

based on the unprovable 
and highly dubious as- 
sumption that the farm- 
er will positively starve 
to death and thrust the 
whole nation into a de- 
pression unless the gov- 
ernment guarantees him 
much higher prices than 
his produce is really 
worth. To keep up prices 
the government steps in 
and buys the scirilites 
of eggs and almost every- 
thing else or lends the

amount of money for keeping his surplus foodstuffs under lock and 
key. This takes some large-scale financing: at the moment it has the 
government in the hole to the extent of about $4 billion, spent out- 
right or tied up in loans on food which may never get to the market. 

Tossing the money around obviously makes the farmer much 
richer than he would otherwise be, but the result is achieved at the 
direct expense of the nonfarmer, who gets his pockets picked from 
both sides. On the one hand the nonfarmer has to pay higher prices 
for everything he eats—for example, his breakfast eggs. On the 
other hand he has to pay higher taxes to furnish the money the gov- 
ernmentis spending to buy upeggs, dry them and hide them. The oper: 
ations of the policy being as complicated as they are, there is no 
exact way of tracing down all its financial effects. But it would prob- 
ably not be an exaggeration to say that the net result has been to 
take billions of dollars away from the nonfarmer—perhaps $5 bil- 
lion, perhaps $20 billion, perhaps even more—and hand it to the 
men who run the farms. This certainly qualifies, depending on how 
you look at it, as either the grandest altruism or the grossest robbery 
in all history. 

The farm policy has also created a paradoxical situation which 
practically obliges the government to pray for hailstorm, flood, 
drought, corn borers, crows, locusts and all the other things which 
have been the traditional enemies of the farmer. A year of bad weath- 
er and pestilence is good for the farm problem because it enables us 
todip into the surpluses and save money. A fine year of sunshine and 
rain is bad because then the surpluses pile up larger than ever, and 
the government has to spend money like crazy. Although every- 
body complains of the high cost of food and many people cannot 
afford to buy all they need, the fact is that we as a nation are up to 
our armpits in food. Some day, unless we are saved by a major dis- 
aster, we will probably smother in it; the logical upshot of our policy 
is a nation in which everybody is too busy building storage space 
for our surplus food to doanything else. In a queer reversal of history 
abundance has become a curse. 


High cost of a hole in the ground 


IHE dried eggs, all 76 million pounds of them, are a case in 

point. What would you do if you owned that many eggs— 
which are bulky enough io fill 12 freight trains of 60 cars each? The 
government hardly knows what to do either. It has stuck the big- 
gest single batch of them, around 15 million pounds, in an old quarry 
in the side of a hill near Atchison, Kan. The quarry, which forms a 
sort of monstrous cave with three miles of corridors and 600,000 
square feet of floor space, is a natural storage plant with thick lime- 
stone walls and a cool frosting of salt deposits on the ceiling. Yet for 
all these advantages it still needs a lot of refrigeration machinery 
to keep it at just the right temperature. The government has to 
buy about $22,000 worth of electricity a year to keep the machinery 
going and has to spend another $136,000 a year on salaries for the 
workmen and incidentals. In other words the cave costs $158,000 
a year, even disregarding the close to $2 million that the govern-

ment had to invest to install the machinery and the concrete floors. 
Nevertheless the government brags that this is much less than it 
would cost to keep the eggs anyplace else, which gives a rough idea 
of what storage on the other 61 million pounds amounts to. 

Potatoes are another item which has caused considerable worry 
and embarrassment, not to mention a $500 million drain on the 
Treasury. To begin with, the experts made a terrible mistake when 
the government first got into the potato-buying business: they an- 
nounced that they would spend their cash only for the best or No, 1 
grade potatoes. The effect of this was to drive the No. 1 potato right 
out of the grocer’s bins; for months it was impossible for the house- 
wife to buy a really good potato because the government had them 
all. This error was finally corrected by an announcement that the 
government would henceforth be less finicky, and the No. 1 potato 
went back into circulation. In the meantime, however, the govern- 
ment’s surplus potatoes were piling up higher and higher, and the 
Agriculture Department therefore asked farmers to plant fewer 
acres. The farmers obliged by planting the rows closer together and 
throwing on better fertili: Soon we had more potatoes and were 
growing more new one er before. 

In the pain of this s some official got the idea that all might 
be healed by dehydrating the potatoes, just as we have been drying 
eggs. This sounded fine, but it soon was learned that, even if you 
can get all the potatoes free, it still costs more to dehydrate a potato 
than a dehydrated potato is worth, The Agriculture Department 
then sprayed blue dye on its sacks of potatoes, to keep them from 
being sold for human consumption, and dumped them back to farm- 
ers for use as animal feed and fertilizer. But the dye colored only 
the top potatoes in the sack, and there grew a str spicion that 
many farmers simply threw away the colored ones and sold the 
others right back to the government, thus cashing in a second time. 
Finally the government offered to sell its surplus to needy foreign 
countries at 1¢ per 100-pound sack, one of the greatest bargains 
ever recorded. Unfortunately potatoes are so difficult and expen- 
sive to ship that even at this remarkable price there was trouble 
finding takers; the best customer was a man from Spain who said 
he could use 50,000 tons, chiefly because the sacks in which they 
were packed would be worth around 30¢ each in his country. There 
things stood until last month, when the government’s stocks had 
mounted to 50 million tons and everybody was getting desperate. 
Then the Agriculture Department found a new method to dye the 
potatoes with a colored salt that is supposed to seep down into the 
sack and touch every single one. It now appears that the potatoes 
will. all be used for hog feed or dumped into fields to rot into fert 
er. Potatoes aren’t really much good as fertilizer, but even so this 
probably the best possible solution because the potatoes were bound 
to rot anyway and an outlying field is the ideal place. 

In addition to the dried eggs which will never be eaten and the 
potatoes which will rot, the government has accumulated a vast 
amount of other stuff. Most of it, fortunately, is more edible or useful 
than the dried egg and less prone to spoilage than the potato; in fact 
itis perfectly good farm produce and would be very useful to have if 
only someone could figure out what to do with it. To put the size of 
the surpluses into everyday terms, the government has enough:

The government now also has considerable amounts of such 
other items as dried milk, turkeys, beans, grain sorghums, soybeans, 
cheese, wool, rice and linseed oil. All in all it has so much stuff on 
hand as to make the giant A.&P. grocery chain, which it is try- 
ing to prosecute under the antitrust laws, look like a little cross- 
roads store by comparison. Just the storage costs on the food run 
to $237,000 a day, or $85 million a year, and what will ever become 
of it all nobody knows. The government cannot throw the goods 
on the U.S. market without pushing farm prices down beneath the 
level at which it is committed to support them. It cannot sell the 
goods abroad because it has priced most American farm produce 
out of the world market, and foreign countries are short on dollars 
anyway. In fact it cannot do anything—except watch the surpluses 
grow and count them periodically to see how bad things are getting. 


We've improved at making trouble 


E started building up our surpluses in the’30s, almost as soon 
as theartificial price supports were propped under agriculture, 

and were headed for serious trouble until the war came along and 
used up the excess production. Once the war was over we started 
right in again, only this time we moved much faster. The farm, like 
manufacturing, has just had a second shot of the industrial revolu- 
tion, thanks to all the scientific and technological advances of the 
last 10 or 15 years. Thanks to new machinery, new seeds, new ferti- 
lizers and new insecticides the farmer and the land have showna 
rapid and spectacular increase in production. In the years from 1900 
to 1940 the number of people whom one farmer could feed rose only 
veryslowly, from8to 1 [Then from 1940 to 1945 thenumber ‘jumped 
from 11] to nearly 15, a matter of about 35% in five years. Some ex- 
perts actually believe that the science of farming has now reached 
a point where there can be no such thing as a major crop failure. In 
a sane world this would be viewed as a matter for loud hosannas; in 
the crazy world of farm policy it means only more and bigger trouble. 
To a very great extent all our troubles are simply a case of how 
far politicians will go to get votes. Farmers make up about a sixth 
of the voting population and are—or at least seem to be—a much 
more cohesive group than are, say, mechanics, carpenters, little 
businessmen, lawyers, truck drivers or even housewives. Moreover

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they are represented by some expert lobbyists employed by such 
powerful eae as the American Farm Bureau Federation, 
the National Grange and the National Farmers Union. They keep 
upso much presare on Washington that most congressmen and sen- 
ators are politically cowed by the farmer and will gladly grant any- 
thing he wants, seems to want or might possibly want if he thought 
of it. The big farm vote for Truman in 1948, which seemed to in- 
dicate that despite their Republican tradition the farmers were 
unwilling to risk any of their current prosperity by changing ad- 
ministrations, did nothing to diminish the terror of the politicians, 
When the modern price support system started, it was limited 
to just a few of the big crops, and the goal was to keep their prices 
at a modest percentage of parity, a word that always fears coming 
up in discussions of the farma problem. The people who invented the 
parity formula figured that the farmer had been pretty well off in 
the period from 1909 to 1914 (the golden age of U.S, farm prosper- 
ity), and that his status in those years should be taken as the ideal. 
They then figured out how much farm commodities were worth in 
those days in terms of what they could be exchanged for: they de- 
termined how many work shirts, spades, bags of fertilizer and ma- 
chines the farmer could buy with the money he got from selling 1,000 
bushels of wheat at the 1909-14 price of around 88¢a bushel or from 
selling 100 bales of cotton at the 1909-14 price of around 12¢a pound. 
Thus the parity price of wheat or cotton became the figure which 
represents the same purchasing power as in the golden era. 


Everybody gets into the act 


ROM these modest beginnings the farm program expanded 
rapidly. The egg farmer, the soybean farmer and the grower 
of grapes clamored to get in too, and the government practically fell 
over itself obliging them, The list of supported commodities grew 
to the point where it now includes practically everything that comes 
out of the ground. The support price rose all the way to 90% of par- 
ity, where it stands now for practically all basic items. Part of this 
increase was due to wartime conditions, when there was a genuine 
need for encouraging farm production at any cost, but most of it 
was just an attempt to keep the farmer so showered with blessings 
that he would never be able to say, “But what have you done for 
me lately?” The special wartime inducements for agriculture have 
been extended practically in toto by the Congress and are still in 
effect four years and six months after the last shot was fired. 
Occasionally the congressmen utter some brave words of rebel- 
lion, but these uprisings follow peculiar sectional lines and never 
come to anything in the last analysis. Senator Elmer Thomas of 
Oklahoma, for example, once got disgusted with the whole egg situ- 
ation and asked indignantly if it would not have been better for the 
government to bury its eggs in a hole in the ground, instead of going 
to all the expense of drying and storing them. But Senator Thomas 


is interested in cotton rather than eggs. Senator George Aiken of 
Vermont once wrote a bill which would have cut all the price sup- 
ports to a more sensible level. But when it was suggested recently 
that the whole potato program be abandoned, Senator Aiken was 
fast to come to the aid of his New England potato growers. Sena- 
tor Scott Lucas, coming from Illinois, gets very bitter about the 
potato program, but he likes to see his own state’s corn farmers 
get a break, And so it goes. When it comes to a final vote the con- 
gressmen all get together and make sure that everybody's farmers, 
whether they grow cotton, wheat, corn or tung nuts, get something 
to be thankful for. 

Unquestionably a number of congressmen are honestly driven 
by fear of what might happen to the whole U.S. economy if farm 
pres (and the farmer’s purchasing power) fell too far or too fast. 

ere are indeed a lot of intriguing theoretical reasons for believing 
that some kind of government price support is necessary. But rare- 
ly, in any nation’s economy, has theory drifted so far from reality. 

Our present troubles are a good example of what happens when 
you try a little bit of socialism. When the program began in depres- 
sion days, the idea was to control production—and thus create an 
artificial scarcity—at the same time prices were propped up: those 
were the days, it will be remembered, of plowing under the little 
pigs. The same principle has been continued in less spectacular form 
ever since, except during the war days. From time to time farmers 
have been urged—or been required by acreage agreements or mar- 
keting quotas—to plant less wheat, less cotton or less corn. But 
simultaneously the high guaranteed price has actually spurred pro- 
duction. So, while potato farmers have been cutting their acreage 
and simply planting it more intensively, others have taken corn 
off the land and put in soybeans instead, promptly creating a soy- 
bean surplus while they were relieving the corn surplus. By fiddling 
with prices, the government has neutralized the only effective nat- 
ural method of bringing supply and demand together. As a result 
the attempts to control production have been as exasperating as 
trying to decapitate Hydra: as soon as you get rid of one head, two 
more grow in its place. 


When socialism fails, try more of it 


ECRETARY of Agriculture Charles Brannan recently came 
out with a plan that would try to solve our problems by apply- 
ing more socialism instead of less. He wants a lot of really tight con- 
trols over the farmer’s production, and in retutn he would like to 
guarantee the farmer an income no worse than the average of the 
last 10 years, that is, close to the boom levels of the war days. Under 
his plan the prices of all perishable commodities, which make up 
about three fourths of cash farm income, would be allowed to find 
their own’ level in the market place, whereupon the government 
would write the farmer a check for the difference between this price 
and what the Agriculture Department considers a “fair” price. The 
implications of the plan are quite startling. It would put the gov- 
ernment in the business of underwriting the income of some 27 mil- 
lion citizens, at a cost so high that nobody can even guess what it 
would be. Its execution would also demand an official machinery 
so vast and intricate as to stagger the mind. It has occurred to 
some critics of the plan, for example, that the farmer would care 
very little about the price he got for his produce, since the govern- 
ment would make up any difference, and that therefore the middle- 
man might have a wonderful opportunity to increase the gap be- 
tween ‘what he pays the farmer and what he charges the housewife. 
In that event it might become necessary to control the middleman, 
and Secretary Brannan might wind up with not only a cop on every 
farm but also a cop in every grocery store, milk truck and pushcart. 
The Brannan plan has scarcely captured the imagination of the 
country. Even the two biggest farm organizations are opposed to 
it, and that means that a goodly number of congressmen oppose it 
automatically. But for political reasons it is so difficult to make 
any kind of retreat from the current chaos to more solid ground 
that there is no telling what might happen in the future. Once, 
while Secretary Brannan was testifying in support of his plan be- 
fore the Senate Agricultural Committee, Senator Guy Gillette of 
Towa made a significant remark. “I think we may have to come to 
it,” he said of the Brannan scheme. “We may have to come to it in 
place of the confusion that now faces us.” It may be that a little bit 
of socialism is like a little bit of pregnancy, and that Secretary Bran- 
nan is merely the prophet of the inevitable. 

Perhaps, however, it would be a good idea to take another look 
at the farmer of 1950—who is certainly vastly different from the 
flat broke and mortgage-ridden fellow of 1933—and start all over 
from premises which bear some resemblance to current-day real- 
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ity. It is very doubtful that we have any substantial percentage of 
farmers who are in danger of starving—aside from the extreme mar- 
ginal farmers, especially in the South, who represent more of a soci- 
ological than an agricultural problem. There are grounds for think- 
ing that a large number of farmers could live the rest of their days 
in luxury just by clipping bond coupons. They have done pretty 
well with those billions that the government has given them from 
the consumers’ pockets, as well as with the money they have earned 
by their own efforts. As a matter of fact it can be proved that farm- 
ers are substantially better off than in the golden era about which 
our lawmakers still talk. The parity formula makes no allowance 
for the fact that each farmer can produce about twice as much as 
he did in 1910—a circumstance which the Congress, the lobbyists 
and the Agriculture Department like to ignore. When the Agricul- 
ture Department got up a report for 1948 on what total U.S, farm 
income could buy in terms of shirts, spades and tractors for the 
farmer—a report which it then tried its best to conceal from pub- 
lic discussion—the figures showed that the farmer is now 60% bet- 
ter off than in 1909-14. 

The Wall Street Journal recently found an extreme example, in 
the person of a Kansan named Fred Walkemeyer, of how the war 
boom and the farm policy have operated in the case of a farmer 
with skill, persistence and good luck. Nine years ago, with $10,000 
of capital saved up as a tenant farmer, Walkemeyer bought 320 
acres of wheatland, He made money rapidly, put it back into more 
land and machinery and today has pyramided his stake into $391,- 
000 worth of land, a $45,000 house, $60,000 in machinery, $16,000 
worth of cattle and $30,000 in farm buildings, besides a few odd in- 
vestments and cash reserves here and there. His best year for earn- 
ings was 1947—not a war year—when he made a profit of $124,000 
out of his wheat and milo maize, plus a little pin money from cattle 
and the lease of grazing land. Even if you just figure that the gov- 
ernment supports accounted for 10% of the price of wheat and milo 
maize that year, which is a ridiculously conservative estimate, then 
you can say that one direct result of the farm policy in 1947 was 
to give Walkemeyer more than $12,000 in cold cash, Any farmer 
who can accomplish what Walkemeyer did is undoubtedly an en- 
terprising citizen and a deserving man, but you cannot help won- 
dering if he really needed an extra $12,000 so badly. Perhaps the 
great unanswered question about our farm policy is really this very 
simple one: How much privilege can you enjoy before you lose title 
to being “underprivileged”?

University of Illinois builds powerful radiation machine to split atoms and study the mysterious meson 


For 15 months University of Illinois physicists had been laboring in their 
sunken Betatron Barn to construct their massive machine. Two weeks ago 
it was ready, and university officials and scientists were allowed to see what 
had been built: a 300 million volt radiation machine, which is the world’s 
biggest betatron. 

The betatron is a device for accelerating electrons to enormously high 
speeds so that they may be used to split the nuclei of atoms. The new Illinois 
betatron has a special power supply system (left, above) which takes ordi« 
nary alternating electric current, changes it to 
pulsating direct current in rectifier tubes, stores 
the power in a bank of cond and sends it in 
bursts through a complicated series of switches 
and voltage regulators to the betatron. Six times 
a second this system directs a surge of power into 
the betatron’s 275-ton flux magnet, energizing it 
and setting up a pulsating magnetic field around 
it. In thé center of the magnet is an eight-foot por- 
celain tube shaped like a doughnut. When free 
electrons are fed into this tube, they are acceler- 
ated by the flux magnet and whirl around in the 
tube at great speed, kept in place by six smaller 
focusing magnets which surround the doughnut. 
The electrons hurtle faster and faster around the 


point the electrons are diverted toward a tiny tungsten plate mounted in the 
doughnut tube. Under the impact of the electrons the tungsten plate emits a 
stream of high-energy X-rays which shoot out the front of the betatron to 
bombard any target which may be put in their path. 

The huge Illinois machine was designed by Professor Donald Kerst who, 
in 1940, built the world’s first betatron. Unlike smaller, earlier models (next 
page) which are useful in treating cancer patients and in taking X-ray photo- 
graphs of industrial equipment, the new one will be used exclusively for nu- 

clear research. In its powerful X-ray beam, matter 
can be bombarded with greater bursts of radiation 
than ever before possible (even in atomic piles), 
and the conditions of the experiments can be care- 
fully controlled. Until now most theoriés about 
the complex structure of atomic nuclei have been 
based on speculation and indirect calculations; 
with the new betatron it will be possible to bom- 
bard and split atoms with great quantities of en- 
ergy and to observe the results as they occur. The 
first assignment of the betatron has been in the 
study of the mysterious subatomic particles called 
mesons (p. 132). “To ask what we expect to find,” 
says Dr. Kerst, “is like asking what one would ex-

an occasional cocktail before dinner. And my 
store would be closed up for good!

And somebody will have to dig a lot 
deeper tomake up the taxes Uncle Sam and the 
states now get from legal alcoholic beverages.
